IN THE DAY OF THE ARMAGEDDON 


The great war has now endured 
for almost three years, and yet there 
are still people who do not seem to 
have discovered its meaning. These 
people consist apparently of peace- 
at-any-price pacifists or of . those 
whose range of political vision is so 
limited that they are incapable of 
grasping the larger meaning of the 


struggle. The peace-at-any-price pa- 
cifist pursues an absolutely simple 
and easily discernible policy. He is 


to be found, however, nearly always 
in countries which have been wont 
to consider themselves without the 
range of any conceivable conflict. He 
is most numerous and most articu- 
late, naturally, for this very reason, 
in the United States. But, after 
this, he is to be found in England, 
less in numbers, and speaking with 
less assurance, for the simple reason 
that, though England has stood, as 
has been said, “in a great pool a 
swan’s nest,’ and so largely free 
from the dangers of the banks, still 
it has been only in a pool, and not 
like the United States girt, practic- 
ally, by the oceans. 

Once, however, the main continent 
of the Old World is reached, the pa- 
cifist decreases in numbers, and be- 
‘comes comparatively silent. Most 
countries in Europe had known, be- 
fore the great war, in more or less 
modern times, the meaning of inva- 
ision, and so their people had grown 
Yess willing to say nothing was worth 
fighting for, and to maintain that na- 
tional subjugation meant only the 
exchange of one form of capitalistic 
exploitation for another. The Italian 
people did not think that, when the 
Austrian officers walked daily in’ the 
Piazza in Venice, nor did the Bul- 
garians nor Macedonians think so 
when the soldiers of Abdul Aziz or 
Abdul Hamid occupied their farms 
and villages. The frogs were neither 
the first nor last of the families of 
this earth to discover that there is 
considerable difference in the meth- 
ods of King Log and King Stork. 
And the contention that invasion and 
conquest only mean the substitution 
of one master for another is a the- 
ory which it is much easier to main- 
tain with an ocean between yourself 
and the demonstration of the fact, 
than on one side or the other of an 
imaginary line, marked out by difer- 
ently painted posts. 

As for those whose political in- 
sight reaches no farther than thank: 
ing themselves: that they are not as 
other men are, or who think that the 
whole fighting world has gone crazy 
in the present Walpurgis night of 
slaughter, or that every man or na- 
tion going out to battle does so from 
a purely selfish or unworthy motive, 
it will be necessary for them to sof-

But it must be remembered 
that the mere contention that a war 
has no better motive than self-ag- 
grandizement or self-enrichment nec- 
essitates the corollary that one side 
in the struggle may be defending it- 
self against this self-aggrandizement 
and this self-enrichment, and _ de- 
fending itself most probably against 
superior strength, since it is certain 
that those who go to war for self- 


march of Alva’s infantry; or that the 


great idea of equal sister nations 
would have been brought nearer by 


the triumph of the Georgian policy in 
the then British colonies in North 
America? It is all very well for peo- 
ple who are enjoying, today, the gol- 
den learning of Greece, which if the 
Persians had triumphed would have 
disappeared probably as completely 
as the masterpieces in the library at 
Alexandria, who have not had to 
fight to escape the yoke of the Cres- 
cent as have the Bulgar and the 
Serb in our own time, who have had 
the battle of religious liberty fought 
for them in the jaws of the Inquisi- 
tion, whose theories of civil and mu- 
nicipal freedom were maintained 
when the liberating waters of the 
North Sea flooded the tulip gardens 
of Holland, and whose ideals of mod- 
ern democracy were inscribed in the 
Declaration of Independence, to de- 
clare that war is a vile thing, and 
that nations which go to war are 
only happy in a cockpit. Of course 
war is a vile thing, but there are 
viler things than war. 

These people forget that the pas- 
sions of the human mind are exactly 
the same today as in the time of 
Xerxes, of Charles Martel, of Philip 
of Spain, of William the Silent, or 
of George Guelph and George Wash- 
ington. The Frankish soldiers of the 
Highth Century might have held up 
their hands at the idea of needing 
to descend to the same weapons as 
the army of Miltiades; the Elizabe- 
than seamen might have regarded 
themselves as vastly superior to the 
soldiers of Charles Martel; the Dutch 
burghers might have pointed to the 
streets of Antwerp as the proof of 
their advancement beyond the sav- 
agery of the past; and the American 
colonists might have claimed that 
there was no resemblance between the 
church on the village green and the 
Temple of Janus. But, as a matter 
of fact, one and all understood that 
they were fighting in different con- 
| ditions the same battle, the battle of 
right against might, of continence 
against animality, of Principle 
against chaos. And so it will al- 
ways be until the day when the 
teaching of Jesus of Nazareth is 
really understood, and a nation can 


conquer its enemies by first con- 
quering itself, and by proving, not 
that men have power to kill, but 


that Life is eternal. Then only

Almost the worst phase, however, 
of this criticism of those who are 
fighting and have been fighting the 
battle of liberty, by those who are

In the embargo he will have| 
at his hand a method of imposing a 
scruple upon those profit-takers who, 
even in the nation’s hour of trial. | 
have been unscrupulous, whether 
through their own selfishness or be-| 
cause they saw others selfishly pro- 
fiting. 

But the embargo, of itself, will 
not be enough. Similar powers of 
direct action are needed with re- 
spect to the details of conservation 
and distribution of ‘ood and other| 
necessarics, in an1 throughcut the 
United States. Heuce the need for| 
passage of the food ‘bill by the sen- 
ate. There should be an end to this 
casuistical delay. The only complex- 
ity that can rightly be said to e<is= 
in the senate situation with respect 
to the food Dill, despite all differ- 
ences of opinion over the liquor pro- 
visions, is the complexity which cer- 
tain interests represented in the up- 
per chamber are perfectly ready to} 
see perpetuated there, now as here- | 
tofore.

“On account of the heat killing 
practically all of the off-hatch, the; 
present season will afford an excel- | 


lent opportunity to make a complete | 
clean-up in groves where uneven de- | 
velopment of the scales has prevent-| 
ed satisfactory control in recent | 
years,” writes H. J. Quawe, entomol- | 
ogist of the Citrus Experiment Sta-| 
tion at Riverside, in a letter to the 
Sunkist Courier. 

“Before it is decided not to fumi-| 
gate any citrus grove during the 
present year on account of the heat, | 
it should be very carefully inspect- 
ed, and the grower should be very 
certain that the scales have been) 
completely killed. 

“There is a very great difference 
in the effect of the heat on the black 
scale in such interior districts as 
Riverside and Redlands, and ‘such 
coast districts as Santa Ana, Orange 
and Fullerton. In the interior dis- 
tricts practically all of the scales 
that have hatched within the past 
two or three months have been kill- 
ed and a large percentage of the eggs 
beneath the parent scales, and even 
the parent. scales themselves have 
been killed in many cases. In the 
same districts will be found, how- 
ever, many old scales and eggs alive, 
chiefly on trees of heavy foliage and 
on vigorous shoots. 

In the coast districts most of the 
scales that have hatched recently 





_ have been killed, but the majority of 


the eggs and old scales have escap- 
ed injury, and the mortality has not 
been sufficient to warrant any de- 
viation from the regular treatment. 

“So far as the other kinds of scale 
are concerned, that is, the red, pur- 
ple, citricola, and soft brown, while 
some have been killed, the heat ap- 
parently. has not seriously reduced 
their numbers.”

PROTECT FRUIT FROM SUN 

“Immediate steps should be taken 
to remedy the too prevalent neglect 
of fruit packed and standing in the 
field at this season of the year,” is 
a warning sounded by the field de- 
partment of the Exchange in a re- 
cent circular to shippers. 

“We are satisfied that considerable 
damage is done to Valencia oranges 
when they are left without protec- 
tion for any length of time, after be- 
ing placed in the field boxes. Where 
the stacks stand in the sun there is 
loss by shrinkage, even though the 
fruit itself may not show any actual 
burning. There is undoubtedly loss 
of flavor in addition. 

“A precaution which is equally im- 
perative is to be sure that wagons 
are covered while hauling fruit to 


the packing house.”

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INCREASE IN FREIGHT RATES IS) 
DENIED TO ALL RAILROADS 


Ba Pea 

Word was received on June 29th | 
that the interstate commerce com-| 
mission denied the 15 per cent in-| 
crease in all freight rates asked for 
by carriers. 

This should be particularly grati- 
fying to the citrus industry, which 
faced | additional freight charges 
amounting to nearly three million 
dollars on citrus fruit shipments 
alone. The Exchange was represent- 
ed in Washington by Attorneys Geo. 
BE. Fatrand, William E. Lamb, . As- 
sistant Manager Dezell and Traffic 
Manager Mortensen. <A very com- 
plete statement was presented to the 
commisison showing the condition of 
the citrus industry and what the ad- 
ditional 15 per cent charges would 
mean. It was pointed out that any 
additional freight charges, or other) 
expenses, in the production of citrus 
fruit, had to be borne by the produc- 
er and that the burden would be 
one which the industry could not} 
stand. The prices secured for cit- 
rus fruit are governed by the law of 
supply and demand and the values 
in the markets are not influenced by | 
the cost of transporting it there. 

The decision of the commission 
suspends the advances until October 
28, but states that a full investigation 
has been made of the carriers’ needs 
and that apparently it would be use-| 
less to try the case more in detail, 
as the commission is convinced, un- 
der present conditions at least, the 
carriers are not entitled to more 
revenue. It is apparent from a care- 
ful reading of the order of the com- 
mission that no emergency exists, at 
least with Western roads, and there- 
fore carriers cannot justify any gen- 
eral advance in rates.

After the| 
second irrigation and cultivation the | 
land should be leveled enough so} 
that the third irrigation will have to | 
be made through,a furrow made for | 


in early winter it must be kept | 
growing continuously, but even then} 
if the hot weather continues late into | 
the fall or if there are extreme}

As to pests, the cabbage worm will 
be the worst. You will be forewarn- 
ed of this by»the appearance of the 
white butterfly which deposits the 
eggs on the cabbage leaves. This is 
controlled by spraying with Paris} 
green or arsenate of lead. Do not| 
wait for the worms to appear but | 
spray plants shortly after the butter- 
flies visit them. 

There may also be cabbage lice | 
or aphis. This is controlled by spray- 
ing with Black Leaf 40 before the} 
heads start to form. If your soil is} 
infested with wire worms cabbage | 
will withstand them to some ciiant.| 
but if they are bad the only remedy | 
is to keep your ground fallow for a 
year, not allowing anything to grow} 
on it, thus starving the worms out. |

THE “DUSTY” MISSOURI 
From the days when heavily and 


|richly cargoed “floating palaces” set 
jout gayly 


from St. Louis for the 
“gold diggin’s” of Montana, and 
came back, when they came back at 
all, laden, in part at least, with the 
yellow fruit of the miners’ toil in 
the placer fields of Helena and 
round about; from the days when 


|traffic between the lower river towns 


and Kansas City, Leavenworth, At- 
chison, St. Joseph, Nebraska City, 
Brownsville, Plattsmouth, Council 
Bluffs, Omaha and Sioux City was 
carried on almost exclusively by 
stern and side wheelers, the vaga- 
ries and eccentricities of the Mis- 
souri river have afforded much mate- 
rial for the display of that particu- 
lar form of wit which is comprehend- 
ed in the term “exaggerated Ameri- 
can humor.” The Missouri river has 
not changed its ways with the de- 
cline of steamboating, but, since the 
shipment of millions of dollars’ worth 
of freight and the convenience of 
thousands of travelers annually are 
no longer dependent upon it, the oc- 
casion for making fun of it, or for 
saying sarcastic things about it, is 
no longer present. The internal com- 
merce and travel of the great cen- 
tral valley of the country are now 
moved almost solely by rail; the 
Missouri, lfke the Mississippi and 
the Ohio, is no wcrossed by seldom 
navigated, as compared with other 
days; St. Louis and Fort Benton 
are weeks closer to each other than 
they used to be, but still there is a 
side to all this that renders it rath- 
er deplorable than otherwise. That 
is to say, it would be better for the 
country if, instead of abandoning the 
great inland waterways, it had im- 
porved them as they should have 
been improved. 

The Missouri is in the nature of a 
contradiction, from its source to its 
junction with the Mississippi, a dis- 
tance of 3096 miles. For instance, 
after it is formed by the combina- 
tion of the Jefferson and Gallatin 
rivers in the Rocky mountains, in- 
stead of flowing east or south, as 
one, might reasonably expect it to do, 
it flows north for a distance of 500 
miles; then it takes an easterly di- 
rection for 1200 miles, and then flows 
southeasterly for the remainder of 
the distance. After it meets the 
Mississippi, it joins that stream in 
its devious course toward the Gulf 
of Mexico, but for many miles be- 
low the confluence it refuses to min- 
gle with the Father of Waters. It 
takes one side of the bed, leaving 
the Mississippi to take the other, the 
line which marks the muddy from 
the clear water being plainly dis- 
cernible almost, if not quite, down 
to St. Louis. American Indian for 
Missouri is “Big Muddy,” and by this 
name the river is known familiarly 
to dwellers along its banks. It is 
also known, at certain seasons of 
the year, as “Big Dusty.” As a con- 
structor of sandbars the Missouri 
has few equals and no superiors, in 
any part of the earth so far explor-

ed. It is equally proficient in de 
molishing sandbars. When they are 
in their prime, and at low water, they 
are unrivaled as dust distributors. 
Sometimes they remain where they 
were formed until they are covered 
with vegetation and a growth of 
trees. Although long under = sus- 
picion, an island of this character in 
the Missouri at length begins to win 
confidence. Then some man puts up 
a log cabin on it, pre-empts it, files 
a claim to it, does everything but 
squat upon it, and would do this if 
he were not held back by his friends, 
and just when he is beginning to feel 
secure in the possession of a tract 
of valuable alluvial acreage, the Mis- 
souri comes down from the moun- 
tains smilingly in.a ‘June rise,’ ed- 
dies and swirls about it, plays with 
it, gnaws great chunks out of it, 
sweeps over it, submerges it off the 
topography of the globe. 

The material of this island is us- 
ed to form other sanbars and other 
islands farther downstream, how- 
ever, and, when it has neither bars 
nor islands to feed on, the river 
helps itself to farms on either side, 
sometimes removing a part of Ne- 
braska over to the Iowa side, or wid- 
ening the state of Missouri at the 
expense of Kansas, but always hold- 
ing enough real estate in solution 
and precipitation to maintain a right 
to the name it bears. 

There are times when the Mis- 
souri river spreads thinly over a bed 
that is miles wide. Then it is that 
its navigation is difficult, between 
pools.. The humorists of other days 
used to say that the deckhands of 
stern-wheelers were frequently sent 
ahead with garden sprinkling pots 
to moisten the channel] so that the 
boat could float through it. Once, it 
was said, the captain of a steamboat 
made the trip from Omaha to Kan- 
sas City by taking advantage of 
rainy days. A story of great popu- 
larity in the ’60s ran somewhat in 
this fashion: An upward-bound boat 
had been grounded for some days 
when the captain noticed a passen- 
ger, who had displayed impatience, 
carrying an empty bucket forward. 
“What are you going to do with 
that?” inquired the captain. “I’m go- 
ing to fill it with water from the side 
and throw it in front to give the boat 
a start,’ replied the passenger. 
“You'll do nothing of the kind,” com- 
manded the captain, “we need all 
the water there is in this river now 
to cook with.” Yet a volume of wa- 
ter of potential horsepower suffici- 
ent to drive all the machinery in the 
United ‘States flows down, every 
year, between the widely separated 
banks of the Missouri, only to be 
dissipated and wasted for lack of 
harness. That the Missouri is fre- 
quently shallow, often dusty, period- 
ically destructive, and nearly always 
useless, except where Kansas City 
has pluckily put it into service, is 
not its fault—Christian Science Mon- 
itor.

SPRAYING CITRUS ORCHARDS 


WITH OIL 


The spraying of citrus trees for 
the control of scale insects is some- 
times advised for young trees, very 
small plantings or when cyanide is 
unobtainable for fumigation purposes, 
writes Ralph de Ong in California 
Cultivator. Under normal conditions, 
however, it should not be _ substi- 
tuted for fumigation, as it is very 
difficult to make an -application by 
spraying that will be comparable to 
the former methods. Besides much 
damage has resulted to the tree and 
fruit from the use of petroleum oils, 
especially the heavier distillates. 

An investigation of the use of oil 
on citrus trees has been in progress 
for two years by Prof. Geo. P. 
Gray and the author, of the Cali- 
fornia experiment station, some of 
the results of which are given below. 
There are two groups of petroleum 
oils which are used on Citrus trees: 

Distillates—light and heavy oils 
unrefined, which are secured by a 
process of distillation from crude 
oils. 

Kerosene—A very light, more or 
less refined oil, also obtained by dis- 
tillation from crude oil. 

These are classified according to 
specific gravity, given in terms of 
the Baume scale and the flash point 
of the oil. The latter is the degree 
of temperature at which enough in- 
flammable vapor is given off to burn 
with a slight explosive effect. Dis- 
tillate oil is a term generally applied 
to unrefined, medium heavy oils, with 
a Baume test of 20 degrees to 36 de- 
grees and of a yellowish or reddish 
color. The term “distillate’ may be 
properly applied to any product de- 
rived from the distillation of crude 
oil but the commercial use of the 
term refers to oils of the above type. 
The kerosene type of oil has usually 
been refined to a certain extent by 
the use of sulphuric acid. It is of a 
whitish color, flashing at 98 degree 
to 104 degrees Fahrenheit with a 
Baume test of 88 degrees to 42 de- 
grees. 

The above oils are commonly ap- 
plied in the form of emulsions, 4 
combination of water, soap and oil, 





which, when agitated violently, 
causes the oil to break up into very 
small globules which remain _ sus- 


pended in the water for a varying 
length of time, allowing the oil to 
be applied at any dilution desired, 
thus reducing to a minimum the pos- 
sibility of danger to the plant. A 
commercial preparation known as 
“miscible oil’ furnishes a convenient 
method of preparing oil sprays, be- 
ing a very concentrated solution of 
soap and oil which simply requires 
the addition of water to prepare for 
use. The principal objection to these 
is that the buyer does not know the 
character of the oil or soap used and 
in the past there has been considera- 
ble defoliation and spotting of fruit 
from the use of miscible oils (misci- 
ble are commonly made with cresol 
soap), as well as home made emal- 
sions. Care must be exercised, not 
only in the choice of an oil to be 
used on any kind of foliage, but also 
the amount of soap. Usually a fish 
oil or laundry soap is safer to fol- 
iage than an emulsion made by the 
use of cresol soap. 

Oils vary in their action on insects 
just as on plants, the heavier ones, 
such as 16 degrees to 20 degrees, 
Baume, will usually control scale in- 
sects at percentages of one and two 
per cent, but even at this strength 
the leaves and fruit are frequently 
spotted or will turn yellow, with a 
tendency to stunt the entire tree, 
new .growth sometimes being check- 


led. 


The lighter grades of distillates, 28 
degrees to 34 degrees Baume, com- 


monly called “stove distillates,’ are 
used at percentages of three to five 
per cent. In cool, moist climates 
these are often free from danger, 


especially the lighter oils, but in. hot 
dry weather, partial or complete de- 
foliation of the tree may follow their 
use, accompanied with spotting of 
|the fruit. The heavier types, 28 de- 
| grees to 32 degrees Baume, will some- 
| times stunt the bearing wood on the 
surface of the tree, with a resulting 
growth of water sprouts through the 
center of the tree. 

Kerosene oils are the only ones 
used without injury to the tree or 
| fruit in a large series of experiments 





| at Riverside and Berkeley. The oils 
| tested from 39 degrees to 42 degrees 
| Baume, with a flash test of 99 de- 
| grees to 104 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
kerosene emulsions were of a 20 per 
cent strength, that is 20 gallons of

at least twice as strong as necessary 
for the control of scale, the usual 
commercial practice being seven and 
one-half to 10 per cent

It has been 
suugested by Prof. Gray that the 
treatment of petroleum oil with sul- 
phuric acid might remove the dan- 
gerous element, this treatment being 
the chief refining process for kero- 
sene, which proved by far the safest 
oil of any used. 
cess prove successful in 
the dangerous element, it would be 
a simple matter for any refinery to 
prepare oil for spray purposes which 
would be safe for foliage use. 

The time of application is another 
|important one in scale control, for 
the adult female scale is very much 
more difficult to control with insecti- 
cides than the newly hatched scale. 
Work should be postponed until all 
or the greater part of the hatch of 
young scale is complete for the sea- 
son. In some of the citrus regions 
the black and citricola scale finish 
hatching the very last of July or the 
first part of August. In other re- 
gions the hatch may not be complete 
until September. The hatch of the 
red scale is distributed over so much 
longer period that it is difficult to set 
a date when the majority of the 
young scale will have emerged. But 
all spraying should be done after the 
young scale have appeared or at 
least a large part of them, for those 
which are unhatched at the time of 
the spray will probably emerge la- 
ter. It is often necessary to make 
two applications of an oil spray, one 
about the close of the hatching sea- 
son and another late in the fall, when 
a special effort can be made to reach 
those that escaped the first spray. 

In all work great care should be 





taken to cover both sides of every | 


leaf on the tree, which is of course 
very difficult to do on a citrus tree. 
The extreme care which is necessary 
to make a success in citrus spraying 
is the greatest hindrance to its value, 
for if two applications are necessary 
the expense will be about the same 
as for fumigation, while the latter 
is nearly always more efficient. But 
when cyanide is unobtainable, or for 
small trees, a carefully chosen oil 
can be substituted with at least no 


greater danger than is found in 
fumigation. 
BEE 
HOW TO KEEP CEREALS AND 
FLOUR 
= me 


Neither cereals nor flour will keep 
indefinitely. During warm weather 
cereals will germinate within 30 
days, and sooner if kept in a warm 
room or kitchen where the tempera- 
ture is above 65 degrees. Cereals 
will spoil more quickly than flour. 

Flour should remain in good cCon- 
dition for at least four months after 
milling, if the mill is modern, clean 
and flour is manufactured under 
proper and sanitary conditions. 

Keep both cereals and flour in a 
clean, cool, dry place, where the cool 
air can circulate freely. Flour will 
improve in quality, age naturally and 
make better bread, biscuits and cake 
if left in the standard cotton sack 
used by at least 95 per cent of the 
mills in the United States. Glass 
jars, tin receptacles or any air-tight 
container should be avoided, as they 
prevent aeration of the flour, which 
is necessary for proper maturing. If 
your storage room is sufficiently 
large and it is your intention to 
carry stocks for a long period, you 
will obtain the best results by plac- 
ing your flour or cereal on a small 
table in the center of your storage 
room, and at least once each month 
brush off the sacks, packages and 
table on which the goods are placed. 
We do not advise hoarding supplies, 
but this information is given with the 
desire to prevent loss and waste to 
those who have purchased supplies in 


excess of their immediate require- 
ments. 
The first essential for every pur- 


chaser to consider is whether or not 
stocks purchased are freshly milled. 
It is well to remember that with 
the present scarcity of freight cars, 
vessels and tonnage of all kinds, it 
is practically impossible for an East- 
ern or Northern miller to manufac- 
ture and deliver flour or cereals in 
California under 30 days. As a mat- 
lter of fact, most of the flour and 
cereals shipped to this market are 
more than 60 days old before they 
reach the consumer. All of the 
cereals and flour required by the 
people of California can be manufac- 
tured by the mills in this state, and 
for general family use no _ better 
flour is made, regardless of price. 
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COLD STORAGE IN CANADA 

| The chief argument in favor of 
cold tsorage is that it takes the sur- 
plus from the market in times of 
plenty, and carries it forward to the 
season of scarcity, thus evening up 
distribution, and equalizing prices. 
But if large quantities, from one- 
fourth to a half, of foodstuffs are 
itaken off the market in the season 
of plenty, that prevents prices from 
'dropping. If inethe season of scarc- 
ity, the products are doled out on the 
market in such a way as not to dis- 
turb the enhanced values owing to 
'the scarcity—as is the modern meth- 
|od—where is the gain from that 
lequalizing process? The cold stor- 
age system of Canada can stand 
much further analytical examination 
than it has received, for even if the 
profits actually reported be compara- 
tively small, probably 
agency, maintains high prices for 
perishable foods and defeats the ob- 
jects of economy it ought to sub- 
serve—Toronto Mail and Express.
